A decision by J u d g e A. L. Sanborn 
of the United Stales co urb at Madison, 
I received this m orning by the a tto r ­ 
neys in the case against Louis Gil­ 
bertson, thew bankrupt, charged with 
contem pt of court, releases G ilbert­ 
son from the ch a rg e and practically 
winds uji the proceedings. 
On April 
20 Gilbertson was 
o rdered to pay 
over to the trustee. C. S. Van Aukon, 
the sum of $4,069.63, which he had 
fraudently concealed and refused to 
I pay. He did not tu rn it ov^r and con­ 
tempt proceedings were started. This 
case was heard recently. 
By the d e ­ 
cision of J u d g e Sanborn Gilbertson is 
allowed to keep what money he has 
in his possession. 
Attorneys McCon­ 
nell, Schweizer, 
Morris & Hartwell 
a n d J. (Jordan represented the tr u s ­ 
tee and J a m e s T hom pson and Higbee 
& Higbee the defendant. 
T he decis­ 
ion of Ju d g e S anborn follows: 
“ This is an application to com m it 
the b a n k ru p t for contem pt for neg­ 
lecting and refusing to comply with 
the o rd e r of April 20, 1907, re q u ir­ 
ing him to pay over to the trustee 
herein $4,069.63, found by the court 
to be in his possession and which he 
has fr au d u len tly concealed and re­ 
fused to pay. 
“ The referee found th at the b a n k ­ 
rupt had in his possession or un d er 
his control property, or the proceeds 
thereof, 
a m o u n tin g 
to 
$7,529.84, 
which he neglected 
and 
failed to 
tu rn over to the trustee.
